3. A chemist, druggist or compounder dispensing or compounding in complianct 
with the prescrip!ion of a medical or veterinary practitioner shall maintain a prescriptiou 
register specifying any of tho said [misons us«m1 in/naking up any Slich prescription and 
the total quantity of each poison so sobi during the ibiy shall be entered separately undei 
column 10 of tli(» register, tho prescription number only being shown under column 8. 

‘1. Both tlie stock and halo register referred to in clause ( 7 ) and the prescriptiui 
register referred to in clause (3) shall be produceil before inspecting oOicers whei 
required. 

XI. Any Magistrate, any police officer of or above the rank of sub-inspector, an; 
revenue officer of or above the rank of kanungo or iiaib tashildar or any medical office; 
>f or above tho rank of sub-assistant surgeon or any chaukidari circle officer or healtl 
.)fficer of a district board or munic^ality may at any time visit ami inspect tho premise] 
>f a license-holder where poison is kepi, for sale and may inspect all poisons found 
therein and the registers.maintained under rule X. 

XII. All poisons kept^br sale by any license-holder under thesj rules shall be kept 
in a b(\x, almirah, room o^^uilding (according to the quantity maintained), which shal. 
be secured by lock and^lFey, and in which no substance shall be placed other than 
pois^Mis possj^od in accordance with a license granted under the Act, and each, poison 
shall be lojll^^dthia such box, almirah, room or building in a separate closed receptacle 
of gljy|||I^M^<^ earthenware. Every such box, almirah, room or building : and every 
JucjMroep^Wie, :Siall be marked with the word “ Poison ” in red characters, both in 
^jpush and the vernacular, and in the case of receptacles containing separate poisons 
Rth the name of such poison. 

■ XIII. When any poison is sold, it shall be securely packed iii a closed receptacle or 
packet (according to the quantity), ainl every such receptacle or packet shall be labelled 
by the vendor with a red label bearing the name <»f tlm poison in English and in verna¬ 
cular and the name and address of the vendor together with the date of sale. 

XIV. A license holder shall not sell powdered white arsenic to any person, unless 
the same is before the sale thereof, mixed with soot, indigo, or Prussian blue in the 
proportio.n of half an ounce of soot, indigo, or Prusisiaii blue at least to one pound of the 
vihite arsenic and so on in proportion for any greater or less quantity ; provided that 
where the Di.strict Magistrate or Subdivisional Officer is satisfied that such arsenic is 
required for some purpose for which such admixture woubl, according to the representa¬ 
tion of the vendor render it unfit, the District Magistrate or Subdivisional Officer may 
authorise the vendor to sell without such admixture, such quantity of white arsenic as he 
may think proper.

Criminal. 

Tt having been brought to the notice of the High Court that considerable incon 
venienco is caused to the Government Telegraph Check Office, Calcutta, in consequence 
of clerks attached thereto being summoned from time to time by criminal courts t< 
attend those (^jurts to produce draft messages and to give evidence in cases in wind 
draft messages are required for examination, the following instructions are issued for th« 
guidance of the subordinate criminal courts :— 

(a) Section 95 of the Code of Criminal Procedure lays down the procedure in regan 
to the production of Post office or Telegraph office records before courts of crimina 
jurisdiction. Sub-section (J) of section 94 of the Code exprehsly exempts letty • 
telegrams and parcels in the custody of the Postal or Telegraph authorities from K 
operation of sub-sections (7) and (2) of that section and a Court desiring the production d 
any such letter or telegram must proceed under section 95. The intention of this sectior 
appears to bo that an officer should be deputed by the court concerned to the office when 
such letter or telegram may be, and that the Postal or Telegraph authorities should b< 
directed to make over the document to the officer so deputed, who will then be in a posi¬ 
tion to prove that the document was produced from the custody of the Postal or Telegrapl 
authorities. 

{h) The attendance of Telegraph office clerks should be required only if they aro in s 
position to prove the handwriting of the message or otherwise identify the writer or persoi 
who handed it in for transmission or to give material evidence on other relevant matten 
whl^ cannot be proved from other sources.

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{d) Drawing oil H scale of not lees than 8 feot to an inch showing a ground plan, 
two sections and elevation of the proposj^d building. Ail proposed diains, 
privies and cesspools must also be shown on the drawing. 

(^) A description of the materials and method of consiruction to he UHe.(l for tiie 
external and party walls, roofs and floors of the buildings, privies, drains 
and cesspools in the house.

CHAPTER 1. 

Sanitary and Heat4Tii Provtsiona. 

1. At every mine a suHicient supply of wholesome drinking water shall be provided 
on the surface and, if the Local Government so directs in the nase of any mine or class of 
mines, al^o below ground at points reasonably accessible to tbe persons employed. 
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2 At every mine arruu^'emeiits shall be made for keeping all the underground work¬ 
ings ami roads clean from f.rrrHa. ^ 

3. At every mine latrine and urinal accommodation shall be provided on the surface 
and, if the Local (L)vernnnMit so directs in the case of any mine or class of mines, in the 
underground worKings of Mio mine, and in the case of latrines, the accommodation shall be 
not less than one seat per 60 employees : . 

Provided tliat iho Local (Jovernment may require that in lieu of latrines or urinals 
a certain ait^a or artias may he marked oil* on the siirfagt^ of the grouml for use for this 
purpose. 

4. Kvtiry latrine erected on the surface for the use of tho work-people of a mine shall 
be so partitioned otf as to secure privacy ami, if a latrine intended for the use of one sox 
adjoins a latrine intended for t*»e use of tho other s ^x, the approaches shall bo separate. 

6. All l.itrim^s in or about a mine shall be kept in a sanitary condition. •Receptacles 
sliall he (deaiied d.iily and tarred inside ami out at least once a year. 

CHAPTER 11. 

Ambtjlancb, Fiuht-Aii> and Rescue Work. 

6. It sliull he the duty of the owner, agent and manager of a mine to see that ade¬ 
quate arrangements are made for the training of men in ambulance work. 

7. In every mine in which fil'ty persona or more are employed underground during 
any pt‘riotl of 24 hours, one or more of the persons employed according to tho subjoined 
scale shall he trained in ambulance work to the standard of St. John’s First Aid 
t’ertilic ite :—

dties not exceed lOO, not loss than one person, 

exceeds lOO hut does not exceed 200, not less than two persons, 

exceeds 200 hut «loes not exceed ,‘>00, not less tlian throe persons, 

exceeds 300 hut ihies not. exceed 400, not less than four persons, 

exceeds 400 l)Ut does not exceed 500, not less than five persons, 

exci‘eds 500, one rson for (U'ery completed hundred of persons employed : 

Provided thal this rale shall not come into force until the 1st day of July 1927. 

5. Iiror at every mine in respect of which section IS of the Act applies, there shall 
he provided ami kept in good condition and ready for immediate use at a convenient place 
on the surface and also, if the (Jhief Inspector by an onler in writing so directs in the 
case of any mine, umlorgrouml— 

(a) a suitably constructed stretcher or stretchers ; and 

(5) a box or boxes containing a suflicient supply of suitable splints and bandages 
adhesive plaster, boric vasolene, cotton wool and tincture of iodine or other 
suitable antiseptic solution. 

CHAPTER III. 

Hecustration of Work-People. 

9. The register of all ])er.sons mnployoil in the mine, of their hours of work, of their 
days of rest, and of the nalure of their respective omployimuits as re(|uirod by section 28 
of the Act shall he maintained in the form shown in Schedule A. 

10. For Llie purpose of s<»clic)n 23(a) road with 8c»ction -23 (r) of the Act, all work of 
persons employed below ground shall he reckoned from the time such persons leave the 
surface of tho mine to tiie lime at which they finally return thereto at the end of the 
perioil of employment. 

11. The following persons shall he deemed to he persons holding positions of super¬ 
vision or inaivagemenl t)r employed in a confidential capacity, within the meaning of sec¬ 
tion 24 of the Act : —

CHAPTER IV. 

Safety op Surface. 

12. If the owner, agent or manager of a mine intends to commence or extend any 
mining operations under his control at or to any point within 50 yards of any ground on 
which buildings other than public works in respect of which the Local Government may 
have issued any general or special under clause (w) of section 29 of the Act, tanka 
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roservoirB rivers, canals or other structuroa or works arc situated, he shall not less than 
60 days beioro ooirimoaciiiK to carry out his intention give notice in writing to tlie 
Local Government and to the Chief Inspector. 

j.*}. If the operations in respect of which notice is given under rule 12 are not com¬ 
menced wiihin 12 months from the expiry of the perioil of 60 days therein referred to, 
the notice shall be held to have expired and the provisions of that rule shall apply as if 
no such notice liad been given. 

14. The notice to be givefl under rule 12 shall specify the position of the workings 
of the mine in relation to the buildings, tanks, reservoirs, rivers, canals or other structures 
or works, the manner in which it is proposed to carry out the intendod new operations, 
the limits to which it is proposed to carry the said operations and whether the operations 
are actually in progress and shall inciude a plan showing the existing and the intending 
operations in so far as they affect the structures or works in question. 

If). Any place in or about an excavation which is dangerous shall be made safe or 
shall be kept securely fenced. Should any doubt arise as to whether a place is dangerous 
or not, the opinion of an inspector or of the District Magistrate shall bo conclusive on the 
point. 

16. Where an excavation, which is more than 10 feet deep and has been formed as 
the result of any mining operation, extends within fifty feet of a public road or dwelling 
house, Hiihstaiilial fencing shall be erected and maintained around tho excavation adjacent 
to the road or dwelling. 

17. Where as the result of the mining operations a subsidence of the surface has 
taken place or is likely to take place, ami persons are likely to bo endangered thereby, 
the dangerous area shall be kept fenced on the surface. 

CHAPTER V.

Abandonment op Mines. 

15. In the case of any mine which is abandoned or the working of which is dis- 
eontinuod, the owner, agent nr manager of the mine shall l)e bound, before the mine is 
tinally abandoiuMl or immediately after the w<irking thereof haraheen discontinued, to 
c.iuse (he top or entrance of every sliaft ami opening into the^iine to bo fenced by a 
structure of a |>erinanent character sutricleiit to prevent persons imJiiverte|itly falling into 
or entering the shafts or openings. 

Ill, When the workings of any mine or part of a mine which are under ground on 
which is situated property vested in His Majesty or any local Authority or any Railway 
Company as defined in the Indian Railways Act, 181K), arc discontinued or abandf)ned, 
intimation in writing shall be sent by the owner to the Chief Inspector within 15 days of 
the date of friich discontinuance or abandonment. 

20. When a notice of discontinuance or abandonment in conformity with rule 19 of 
these rules has been received, tho Chief Inspector shall order an inspection of such 
workings to he made as soon as possible to ascertain what protection is necessary in order 
to prevent injury to any property vested in His Majesty or any local Authority oi 
Railway. 

21. The Chief Inspector may, after tho inspection required by rule 20, call upon the 
owner of the mine to construct in the mine or on tho surface of tho mine such protective 
works as ho may consider necessary and Jwithin such time as he may consider adec|uate 
for th<j ])urpose : 

Provided that if the owner objects to tho orders of the Chief Inspector in this 
respect he may within 20 days after tho receipt of the notice containing the order appeal 
to tho Local Government stating in his appeal the grounds on which he objects to the 
orders of tho Chief Inspector. The Local Government shall refer the appeal to a 
Committee. 


CHAPTER VI.

The only ^o^Hon was whether the application was induced by any bargain or consi¬ 
deration which ought not to be allowed. 

It appeared that Dr. A. Suhrawr rdy was electtnl to the Bengal Legislative Ccuncil 
from another constituency and he did not wish to press the present petition. 

We examined Dr. Suhrawardy and Maulvi Wahed Hossain and were stiiS’^ the 
application was not induced by any bargain or consideration.
